The am endm ent, which was

1972, allows

Switch to softened water, 
advises Oeorge H. Klumb, 
director of the CulMgan 
Water Institute and a lead­ 
ing authority on water 
quality. 
“It takes energy to pro­ 
duce just about everything 
we use," says Mr. Klumb. 
"That goes for soaps, deter­ 
gents, and every other kind 
of cleaning product. 
“Hard water, found In 
85% of the U.S. and Cana­ 
da, gobbles up all these 
cleaning materials at a far 
higher rate than does soft­ 
ened water In which only 
minimum amounts of these 
materials are needed for 
effective cleaning. 
"That means energy 
wasted." 
It takes energy to make 
sheets, linens, towels, and all 
kinds of clothing clean, and 
all wear out faster when 
washed in hard water, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Klumb. The 
useful Hie of water-using 
appliances Is also sharply 
shortened by hard water. 
Energy Is wasted by water 
heaters when the water 


they heat is hard. The hard 
water deposits a rock-like 
Insulating scale inside their 
tanks and colls so It takes 
more electricity or gas to 
produce the hot water. 
"There Is energy of an­ 
other kind that hard water 
wastes," says Mr. Klumb. 
"Human energy. 
"Hard water forms per­ 
sistent spots and deposits 
on chrome fixtures, sinks, 
bathtubs and tile. Many 
more hours of scrubbing 
are required to keep fixtures 
clean." 
An Ohio State University 
study showed that the 
homemaker wasted over ten 
8-hour days a year in per­ 
forming household cleaning 
tasks in hard water.

leaves last year, spray now. 
That’s the advice of Donald 
L Schuder. Purdue University 
extension entomologist 
T h e 
abnormal 
wart-like 
growths that turn up on the 
foliage of silver maples in the 
spring are maple bladder galls. 
They are caused by the feeding 
of tiny microscopic mites The 
mites' feeding induces the cells 
to grow wildly so that they 
produce a gall within which the 
mites live and feed. 
Galls may occur singly or in 
c l u s t e r s 
Sometimes they 
become so abundant that the 
leaves are gnarled, twisted and 
deformed

G row ing to perfection above are several kinds of vegetables. 
including young cabbage (tup), mature radish (center) and frilly 
looseleaf lettuce (bottom). Boxes and bushel baskets provide ample 
growing space. 


There's no longer any excuse not to have a vegetable garden. 
Even people without land can garden if they really want to. All 
you need is a doorstep, 
t windowsill or a balcony, and a few 
guidelines on how to use this limited space to maximum advantage. 
Bushel baskets, plastic buck­ 
ets. coffee cans, empty 
milk 
cartons, plastic bags and other 
easily accessible containers are 
all suitable for raising vege­ 
tables. 
Just fill them with a 
suitable planting soil and choose 
the right kinds of vegetables to 
grow. 
Here are a few variety sug­ 
gestions: 
Cress and radishes take up 
least space and grow fastest. 
Cress can he grown in a shal­ 
low produce tray and doesn’t 
even need soil, since it will 
grow 
happily 
on a 
base of 
m oist tissues. 
Ten days is all 
that cress needs to germinate 
and reach a si/e suitable for 
cutting to add flavor to sand­ 
wiches 
and 
salads. 
Radishes 
will grow readily in any type 
of wooden, 
metal 
or plastic 
container, and will be ready 
for harvesting in 20 days. 
Next try lettuce. 
There are 
fast-growing miniature varieties 


for" small containers like win­ 
dow boxes and pots, and decor­ 
ative kinds such as Ruby and 
Salad Bowl that will dress up 
a bare space. Half-bushel bas­ 
kets lined 
with plastic make 
good miniature lettuce gardens. 
Peppers and tomatoes will 
grow in plastic bags as long as 
drainage holes are present to 
prevent waterlogging. Also gal­ 
lon milk containers with the 
tops cut off are ideal. 
Many kinds of herbs can be 
grown on a sunny window, es­ 
pecially parsley which is the 
most 
useful of all 
herbs to 
grow. C hives can he grown in 
coffee cans to provide enough 
flavor for salads, soups and egg 
dishes. 
Zucchini squash and crook - 
neck squash are quick to ma­ 
ture. and both will thrive in 
gallon containers, providing the 
soil is fertile and they are kept 
in a sunny location.

One of the quickest vege­ 
tables to grow in your garden 
is radish. 
Many varieties take 
less than 30 days to reach good 
size from seed, anti they can be 
planted straight into the garden 
as soon as the ground can be 
worked in. the spring, since they 
resist frost. 
For best results radish must 
be encouraged to grow quickly 
during the cool condit >ns of 
spring in a light, loose sod 
They also need plenty of water 
during dry spells, and a rich 
fertile soil... 
N ot all radish are round and. 
red. Some are white, some are 
half-and-half, 
and others are 
shaped like icicles with long 
tapering roots. It s all a m atter 
of taste as to which to choose 
for your own garden. 
Most 
people prefer to use them r w 
in salads, but

interesting. 


variation is to steam them in 
thick slices for 10 minutes and 
serve with butter. The steam­ 
ing gives them a milder taste, 
but they stay crisp and deli­ 
cious. 
Left in the garden, radishes 
will reach an enormous size, 
but then they become pithy and 
uniiseable. 
Recommended var­ 
ieties are Cherry Belle, an All- 
America award winner, C ham ­ 
pion. Crimson Giant, French 
Breakfast and Sparkles 
When planting radish it is 
best not to sow the entire pack­ 
et in one go. but to make sow­ 
ings at regular intervals until 
the weather turns too hot Rad­ 
ishes also make a good fall 
crop 
Sow seeds I in. deep, and 
thin them to 1 inch apart when 
they

small. 
When 
planted in straight lines leave

When America’s leading seedsmen, meeting in Atlanta, Georgia, 
were asked to name a “Flower of the Year** based on popularity 
among homeowners across the country, American marigolds won 
the vote. 'The picture above shows a container planting on a patio. 


One of the most popular flowers in American home gardens is 
the American (or African! marigold, and when leading seedsmen 
— meeting at Atlanta, Georgia — voted on naming a “Flower of 
the Year." the American marigold won the title. 
It won for 
several good reasons, apart from its popularity. 
First. American marigolds are very easy to grow, and the large, 
easy-to-handle seeds can be directly sown straight into the garden 
after danger of frost. Alternatively, the seed can be started, in­ 
doors for transplanting to get earlier blooms. 
Second, the flowers last a long time in the garden starting to 
bloom in early August and continuing non-stop until hard frost. 
Third, they make a spectacular cut flower, growing long stems 
easy to arrange, and they mix well with other good cut flowers 
such as celosias and zinnias. 
Largest flowered of the American marigolds are the Jubilees, 
the Crackerjacks and the Climax series — all available in a beau­ 
tiful mixture of colors, including primrose, yellow, gold and 
orange. 
In India. American marigolds have a religious significance. 
They are used extensively at weddings, where marigold petals are 
used for decoration, and'newly married couples wear garlands 
of marigold flowers. 
The spicy odor in marigold flowers — while not objectionable 
to humans — has a definite repellant effect on rabbits and certain 
insect pests, which is why vegetable gardeners will plant a marigold 
“hedge" around their gardens. 
There are marigolds available 
without odor — notably a deep orange variety called “Hawaii,” 
which is the kind fed to chickens to make their skin look healthy 
in the supermarket freezer.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Grocery shopping with a friend can be 
¡ expensive, says an annual guide to eating better for less money. 
“ It’s too easy to be tempted into purchases you might 
' otherwise ignore, if your friend buys the items first,” writes 
Jo Anne Alter in the January issue of Family Circle magazine. 
And we all know how children nag for candy and cereals boxed 
with toys. 
Psychology and common sense are behind many of Ms, Altar’s 
suggestions for food budgeting. For instance: 
— Follow a hands*off policy for anything you don’t plan to 
buy. She quotes Nancy Weaver, a New Mexico home economist, 
as saying the odds are' 19 out of 20 you’ll buy whatever you pick 
up to examine. 
. — Pay cash. You’re less likely to buy unneeded items than you 
would if paying by check. 
— Non-food items such as cleaning and paper products can eat 
up 20 to 25 percent of your supermarket dollar. Before you buy 
them, compare prices for similar items at drug and discount 
stores, whose products may be cheaper. 
— Buy plain cereals and mix them at home with any sweetening 
you like, plus dried fruits and nuts. When you buy in large 
quantities — transfer contents of open boxes or bags to airtight 
containers to keep them fresh to the last spoonful. 
— Remember that quick-eooking cereals are about 50 cents 
cheaper per pound than instant varieties. And they take only 
about five minutes more preparation time. 
— Packaged produce usually is cheaper than loose — even if you 
occasionally find one bad piece in a lot. 
— Medium sized fruits and vegetables usually are cheaper than 
large ones. 
— Pre-mixed fruits generally cost more than combinations you 
can make at home, especially if you take advantage of seasonal 
fresh products to mix with canned, dried and frozen ones. 
— Large bags of frozen vegetables can save as much as 40 per 
cent over nine and 10-ounce packages. 
— Home-baked cakes are about 75 per cent cheaper than 
ready-to-eat or ready-mix varieties. Homemade pancakes are 
one-twentieth the price of pour and bake ones, and less than 
one-quarter the price of dry mixes. 
— Buy spices in the least expensive packaging — cardboard or 
metal. Transfer the contents to reusable bottles for long-term 
storage. 
— Buy bouillon cubes instead of canned beef or chicken broth 
for cooking stews and braising meats. A 22-cent package of cubes, 
will make 120 ounces of broth, but a 22-cent can of bouillon 
provides only 10 ounces. 
— Instead of paying a premium for whipped butter, make your 
own. Beat softened butter with an electric mixer at medium 
speed until it’s fluffy. 
— Sometimes it pays to shop late. Many stores reduce prices on 
perishables such as meat, ripe fruit and baked goods just before 
closing time at the end of a week, rather than hold over food that 
may spoil and be unsaleable. You can sometimes save as much as 
50 per cent on melons, bananas, bread and cakes, while meat may 
be reduced 10 to 20 per cent. 
— Read 
labels for net weight. One well-known cereal 
manufacturer packs four different flavors of oatmeal in four 
identical boxes that usually are sold at the same prices, Ms. Alter 
wrote, but their contents vary from nine ounces in one box, to 
10, 12 and 13 in the others, 
— You can save 10 to 20 cents on every chicken you buy if you 
choose whole ones and cut them up yourself. 
— Canned, condensed soups generally are a better buy than 
heat-and-serve ones, because the extra ingredient in the latter is 
water. 
— Lunch meats are not really protein bargains, even though 
they’re boneless. The government permits processors of bologna, 
s¿tlami, hot dogs and similar items to add 30 per cent fat and 10 
per cent water to the meats they contain. 
Ms. Alter said liverwurst is the least expensive in terms of 
protein content, followed: by frankfurters, salami, bologna and 
pork .sausage. She added that you can .save about 40 per cent of 
their cost by buying in bulk and slicing the meats at home.

In remodeling the kitch­ 
en, the owner retained the 
country English feeling of 
the rest of the house.

Special touches are re­ 
cessed ceiling fixtures to 
spotlight work surfaces, a 
Tiffany-type lamp over the 
table, rustic ceiling beams, 
and ornate-but-accurate 
cottage clock.

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The seedsmen decided on 
looseleaf lettuce for three main 
reasons: 
1 — It’s so easy to grow even 
a beginner gardener can expect 
good success with it. The seeds 
can be direct sown straight into 
the garden, and the mature let­ 
tuce leaves will be ready to pick 
in just 50 days. 
2 — Heads of lettuce in the 
store are never cheap, yet a 35c 
packet will produce hundreds 
of plants if a gardener has the 
space for them all — and this 
will help him save substantially 
on food bills. 
3 — No garden should be 
without lettuce — even a flower 
garden, since the frilly-leaved 
looseleaf kinds can be planted 
among flowers to look decor­ 
ative. 
A seed display, seed catalog 
or garden center will offer a 


wide' assortment of looseleaf 
lettuce to choose from, and se­ 
lection is purely a matter of 
personal taste. Some reliable 
varieties include Black Seeded 
Simpson, an old-fashioned kind 
that shows no sign of diminish­ 
ing in popularity, and Oak 
Leaf, which is a useful variety 
because it withstands heat bet­ 
ter than most other varieties of 
lettuce. Also, you can pick the 
outer leaves of several plants, 
and more inner leaves will 
grow to take their place. An­ 
other 
interesting 
variety 
is 
Ruby, an All-America winner. 
It is tinged red on the outer 
edges, while the inner part of 
the leaves is a bright green, 
Sow all varieties of lettuce in 
early spring. 
They tolerate 
light frosts and do best in cool 
weather. 
Plant again in mid­ 
summer for another crop in the: 
fall.

TOMATOES FOR THE PATIO 


Tomatoes are one of the easiest vegetables to grow in con­ 
tainer*, providing you choose the dwarf varieties recommended 
below. 


Of all the vegetables suitable for growing in containers, toma­ 
toes are one of the most successful, and in recent years several 
especially good varieties have been introduced. Among the most 
popular are Tiny Tim, Small Fry, Patio and Pixie. 
Tiny Tim is the most versatile, growing; miniature 34“ diameter 
scarlet red fruits that taste good and mature quickly. 
Plants 
grow only 15 in. tall. 
Small Fry hybrid, an All-America winner, is a heavy yielding 
variety with disease resistance, growing 1“ diameter, fine-tasting 
fruit. Pixie hybrid is claimed to be the fastest-ripening of ail 
small-fruited varieties, and Patio hybrid has the advantage of 
growing medium-size fruit on compact, upright vines. 
It was 
especially developed for growing in tubs. 
Related to tomatoes are peppers, and these also make fine 
container plants. Two outstanding varieties are California Wonder 
and Bell Boy, an All-America winner. As the fruits mature they 
turn from green to brilliant red, adding a decorative effect. It’s 
also possible to obtain yellow-fruited varieties, and the two kinds 
planted near each other can look especially attractive. 
For gardening in containers you can buy a soil substitute, or 
synthetic sod, made from a mixture of horticultural vermiculite, 
peat moss, and fertilizer. This mixture is generally available from 
seed dealers and garden supply centers, and comes ready to use. 
For mini gardens in containers it has several advantages over 
common soil. It is free from disease, and weed seeds, holds mois­ 
ture and plant nutrients well, and it is light-weight.

exposed. 
Lastly, the incidence of rabies 
also tends to increase during 
spring and summer as pets 
come into contact with one 
another and with wildlife 
animals. So. above all, be sure 
that your pet is vaccinated each 
year for rabies as recom­ 
mended by your veterinarian. 
And remember,, all animals are 
possible subjects of 'the disease, 
not just dogs.

Radish Is 
Quick Growing 
Vegetable 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
To build your confidence as a

planA 
radishes, Many varieties of this 
“quickie” vegetable require lesa 
than 30 days to reach proper 
size from seed. 
Since 
they 
resist 
frost, 
radishes can be planted in a 
garden as soon as the ground 
is workable in the spring, says 
John A. Wott. 
But 
for 
best 
results, 
the 
Purdue 
University 
extension 
home environment horticulturist 
adds, radishes should be en­ 
couraged to grow during the 
cool conditions of spring and in 
a light, loose soil. They also 
need plenty of water during dry 
spells and a rich fertile soil. 
When planting radishes, sow 
at intervals until the weather 
turns too hot. Sowing all at one 
time would bring maturity at 
the same time and provide the 
grower with too many. Also, 
radishes left 
in the garden 
become enormous in size, but 
pithy and unuseable. 
Recommended varieties are 
Cherry Bell, an All-America 
award winner; Early Scarlet 
Globe, Scarlet Knight, Icicle, 
and Comet.

location 
of freezer 


Like many people making 
home improvements., you 
m ay be considering the 
purchase of a new freezer. 
Before you buy that freezer, 
it's a smart idea to plan 
where you will put it. 
In choosing a location for 
your freezer, there’s more to 
think about than just the 
electrical outlet. 
For example, did you 
know that a freezer should 
not be1 placed in direct sun­ 
light, near a radiator or 
other heat source or in an 
unventilated garage? 
The reason is simple — a 
freezer may not operate ef­ 
ficiently when exposed to 
high temperatures. On the 
other hand, it should not 
be housed in an area that 
gets too cold either. 
Most freezers are designed 
for operation within certain 
temperature limits. Sears 
Coldspot freezers, for exam­ 
ple, are designed for maxi­ 
mum efficiency when oper­ 
ated in room, tem peratures 
between 65° and 110°F. 
Operating the unit in an 
area where the temperature 
goes below freezing may 
shorten th e life of th e 
compressor. Temperatures 
above 1108F. will cause the 
freezer to run more fre­ 
quently, thus increasing op­ 
erating costs and decreasing 
the life of the freezer. 
Because of these temper­ 
ature considerations, it’s 
advisable not to put a 
freezer in an unventilated, 
unheated garage or back 
porch where summer tem ­ 
peratures may reach over 
HOT. and winter temper­ 
atures may drop below 
freezing. 
You should select a loca­ 
tion where the floor is level 
and can support a fully 
loaded freezer, which may 
weigh as much as 1500 
pounds. 
Check weigh tu 
When shopping for a 
freezer, check with the 
dealer or the owner’s man­ 
ual to see what the unit will 
weigh when filled. It’s im­ 
portant that the freezer be 
level to assure quiet opera­ 
tion.

Most new gardeners will be growing vegetables in 1974 because 
the> have been motivated by the high cost of living. Others will 
do it because that’s the only way to enjoy fresh home-grown 
flavor. Vegetables are also our most important source of vitamins, 
and belter tasting than any vitamin pill. 
The principal nutrients for ,----------------------------------------------- 
which vegetables are best known 
are iron, vitamin A. vitamin C, 
riboflavin and carbohydrates. 
Vitamin A, as such, is not 
found in plants, but there are 
substances known as provita­ 
min A that are converted to 
vitamin A by the body. Dark 
green and deep yellow vege­ 
tables are excellent sources of 
provitamin A. 
Examples are 
spinach, broccoli, chard, kale, 
turnip greens, carrots, winter 
squash, cantaloupes and pump­ 
kins. 
Vitamin A helps keep 
skin healthy, promotes growth 
and helps keep the linings of 
your mouth, nose, throat and 
digestive tract healthy. 
Vitamin B is really a com­ 
plex of nutrients such as ribo­ 
flavin (found in leafy green 
vegetables), thiamine (found in 
dried peas and beans), and nia­ 
cin (found in fresh peas and 
beans). 
W ithout these three 
nutrients all kinds of horrible 
things can happen — lack of 
niacin will damage your diges­ 
tive tract and nervous system; 
lack of thiamine will prevent 
body cells from obtaining en­ 
ergy from food and cause poor 
appetite; while lack of ribo­ 
flavin can damage eyes and 
skin. 
Vitamin C helps hold body 
cells together and strengthens 
walls of blood vessels. It helps 


to heal wounds and aids strong 
bones and teeth. Cantaloupes, 
broccoli, Brussels sprouts, raw 
cabbage, collards, sweet pep­ 
pers, turnip greens and toma­ 
toes are important sources of 
vitamin C. 
Vitamin D is generated most­ 
ly by sunlight, which is what 
you get plenty of while work­ 
ing in your vegetable garden. 
Its vital role is to help the body 
use calcium and phosphorous 
to build strong bones and teeth, 
especially in growing children. 
Other essential nutrients such 
as iron, calcium and protein are 
also found in fresh vegetables 
and help the body to run prop­ 
erly. 
.Store-bought vegetables are 
not as good as home grown 
vegetables for supplying essen­ 
tial vitamins and nutrients. The 
fact is that the fresher the vege­ 
table. the higher the nutrient 
content, since vegetables start 
to lose their vitamins the mo­ 
ment they are picked. 
So, the next time you find 
yourself in the garden pulling 
weeds, loosening: the soil and 
waging war on insect pests, 
take comfort in the fact that 
you are benefiting in three im­

At this time of year the urge 
to plant an early garden is 
strong 
among 
many 
home 
gardeners. 
Some have already planted-or 
are c o n t e m p l a t i n g the 
cultivation of--seeds indoors. In 
this manner, they can move the 
transplant outdoors once the 
weather is suitable. 
Others may attempt to get a 
few days jump on the season 
by planting seeds directly into 
the garden. 
“In either case, it is often 
necessary to protect vegetable 
s e e d s 
from 
various 
soil 
inhabiting fungi/* points out 
Walter R. Stevenson, Purdue 
U n i v e r s i t y extension plant 
pathologist, “for these fungi can 
cause reduced emergence or 
post emergence damping off.” 
Seeds planted in a cold soil 
unfavorable to germination or 
in overly moist soils (a common 
occurrence 
when 
the 
home 
gardener tries to grow his own 
transplants indoors) are quite 
susceptible to attack by seed 
rotting and damping off fungi, 
he continues. 
“Coating 
the 
seed 
surface 
with 
a 
protective 
fungicide, 
such as captan or thiram, will 
protect those seeds (placed into 
an 
unfavorable 
environment) 
during 
the 
early 
stages 
of 
seedling development,’’ says the 
plant pathologist. 
Treatment of a package of 
seeds requires only a small 
amount of chemical. Usually the 
amount of chemical that can 
be held on one or two mat­ 
ch heads is sufficient, depending 
on the packet size and number 
of seeds. 
Chemicals can be added to 
the seed packet in dry form, 
the packet shaken to insure 
treatment of all seeds, and then 
the excess chemical poured out. 
The chemical remaining on the 
seed will protect them after 
planting. 
“This 
serves as 
an 
inex­ 
pensive 
but 
highly 
effective 
seed p r o t e c t a n t , ’ ’ adds 
Stevenson, who cautions that 
label instructions should always 
be followed when agricultural 
chemicals are used.

Suggestions 
for selecting 
contractor 


The National Home Im­ 
p r o ve m e n t Council has 
some suggestions for select­ 
ing a contractor when the 
homeowner decides to have 
rem o d elin g work done. 
These are: 
—Employ a contractor with 
an established place of 
business, preferably in or 
near the hom eow ner’s 
hometown; 
—Be sure the contractor 
has adequate financial 
references (check past 
customers, Better Busi­ 
n ess B ureau and local 
Chamber of Commerce ); 
—D iscu ss th e proposed 


project with the contrac­ 
tor, note his suggestions 
and his method of evalu­ 
ating the project; 
—Do not be rushed when 
making a decision; 
—Get a written agreement 
on plans and specifica­ 
tions; 
—Understand the quality of 
materials and workman­ 
ship required; 
—Do not “shop” with the 
contractor on prices of 
materials and labor costs. 
In addition, there are tips 
for homeowners on working 
with contractors, such as 
studying and approving 


plans before work begins 
and getting specifications 
on brand name and quan­ 
tity of materials. 
Homeowners would be 
wise to make certain the 
contractor provides certifi­ 
cation of insurance covering 
workm en’s com pensation, 
property damage and per­ 
sonal liability. 
A lso, th e h om eow n er 
might find out if the con­ 
tractor guarantees to clean 
up debris after the job is 
finished. Most contractors 
offer this, but it is an addi­ 
tional labor cost and will 
raise the price of the job.

One of the quickest vege­ 
tables to grow in your garden 
is radish. 
Many varieties take 
less than 30 days to reach good 
size from seed, and they can be 
planted straight into the garden 
as soon as the ground can be 
worked in the spring, since they 
resist frost. 
For best results radish must 
be encouraged to grow quickly 
during the cool conditions of 
spring in a light, loose soil. 
They also need plenty of water 
during dry spells, and a rich 
fertile soil. 
Not all radish are round and 
red. Some are white, some are 
half-ar I-half, 
and others are 
shaped like icicles with long 
tapering roots. It’s all a matter 
of taste as to which to choose 
for 
your own garden. 
Most 
people prefer to use them raw 
in salads, 
but 
an 
interesting 
variation is to steam them in 
thick slices for 10 minutes and 
serve with butter. The steam­ 
ing 
gives them a milder taste, 
but 
they stay crisp and deli­ 
cious. 
Left in the garden, radishes 
will reach an enormous size, 
but then they become pithy and 
unuseable. 
Recommended var­ 
ieties are Cherry Belle, an All- 
America award winner, Cham­ 
pion. Crimson Giant, French 
Breakfast and Sparkles. 
When planting radish it is 
best not to sow the entire pack­ 
et in one go, but to make sow­ 
ings at regular intervals until 
the weather turns too hot. Rad­ 
ishes also make a good fall 
crop. Sow seeds 1 in.. deep, and 
thin them to 1 inch apart when 
they 
are 
still 
small. 
When 
planted in straight lines leave 
12 inches between rows.

Tips from burglars 
help in taking steps 
to safeguard homes

2. Don’t tell everyone you 
know th a t you’re going 
away — a casual remark by 
a neighbor or friend might 
be picked up by a clever 
thief. 
3. Live in an apartment? 
Arrange for a friend or 
neighbor to pick up your 
mail from your mailbox and 
to check your apartment 


every few days. Leave a 
radio playing. Your electric 
bill won't vary that much 
and burglars are afraid of 
any kind of noise. 
4. Keep your house or 
apartm ent well lighted. 
Very few burglars will 
chance entering a brightly 
lit home. Use an automatic 
timer such as General Elec­ 
tric’S Plug-in Tim,er to turn 
lighte and radios on and off 
at a pre-set time, even w'hen 
you’re away from home.

Purportedly there is his­ 
torical evidence to show that 
■the armoire, the French

The early nineteenth cen­ 
tury marked the beginning 
of c o -o rd in a te d bedroom, 
furniture, and with it the 
use of the armoire in Amer­ 
ica, because built-in closets 
were unheard of at the time.
